April  13,  1915. 

Pursuant  to  the  Statute  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  for  the  County  of  Al¬ 
pena  met  in  Annual  Spring  session  at 
the  office  of  the  County  Clerk  and 
was  called  to  Order  at  10:00  A.  M 
by  the  Clerk. 

Roll  called,  the  following  members 
being  present:  Townships;  Alpena, 
John  Cable;  Green,  Granville  P. 
Fowler;  Long  Rapids,  Egbert  H. 
Pox;  Maple  Ridge,  Moses  Sharp;  Os- 
sineke,  Otto  Shenk;  Sanborn,  Ery  H. 
Toland;  Wellington,  William  Scott; 
Wilson,  James  McHarg.  City,  Comp¬ 
troller,  George  Moussette;  First 
Ward,  Andrew  McLearn;  Second 
Ward,  Dr.  P.  W.  Blake;  Third  ward, 
Elaire  Gagnon;  Fifth  Ward,  Alfred 
P.  Blaney;  Sixth  Ward,  David  Sex- 
smith.  14  present.

The  Clerk  announced  that  the 
first  in  order  of  business  would  be 
the  election  of  a  temporary  chair¬ 
man. 

Moved  by  Supervisor  McLearn  and 
supported  by  Supervisor  Cable,  that 
Supervisor  F.  W.  Blake  act  as  tem¬ 
porary  chairman.  Carried. 

Supervisor  F.  W.  Blake  took  the 
chair. 

On  motion  of  Supervisor  McLearn 
and  supported  by  Supervisor  Shenk, 
the  rules  were  suspended  and  the 
Clerk  instructed  to  cast  the  entire 
vote  of  the  board  for  F.  W.  Blake 
for  permanent  chairman  for  the 


ensuing  year.  Carried  unanimously. 

The  whole  number  of  votes  cast 
was  fourteen,  of  which  number  F. 
W.  Blake  received  fourteen  and  was 
declared  elected  chairman  for  the  en¬ 
suing  year. 

Moved  by  Supervisor  Moussette 
and  supported  by  Supervisor  Sex- 
smith  that  the  rules  adopted  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  June  24, 
1901  governing  the  Board  of  Sup¬ 
ervisors  be  adopted  for  the  ensu¬ 
ing  year.  Carried  unanimously. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  ses- 
ion  were  read  and  approved. 

Supervisor  Comstock  entered  and 
took  his  seat. 

State  Tax  Commission. 

Mr.  James  Snody  addressed  the 
board  in  regards  to  having  the 
county  assessed  at  a  cash  value. 
Also  a  communication  from  the 
Michigan  State  Tax  Commission  and 
State  Board  of  Assessors  on  the 
same  subject  was  read  by  the  clerk. 

Moved  by  Supervisors  Toland  and 
supported  by  Sijfpervfsor  Fowler, 
that  it  be  the  sense  of  this  Board, 
that  each  Township  be  assessed  at 
cash  value.  Carried  unanimously. 

Moved  by  Supervisor  Comstock 
and  supported  by  Supervisor  Mc¬ 
Harg,  that  the  offer  of  the  State 
Tax  Commissioners  for  giving  as¬ 
sistance  in  assessing  property  be  not¬ 
ed,  and  those  Supervisors  who  may 
desire  such  aid  be  requested  to  not¬ 
ify  the  Commissioners  at  as  an  early 
date  as  possible.  Carried  unanim¬ 
ously. 

Moved  by  Supervisor  McLearn 
and  supported  by  Supervisor  Sharp. 
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that  the  Board  take  a  recess  until 
2:00  o’clock  p.  m.  Carried  un¬ 
animously..

County  Clerk’s  Office,  Alpena,  Mich., 

April  14,  1915. 

Pursuant  to  adjournment  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  met  in  the  office  of 
the  County  Clerk  and  was  called  to 
order  by  the  Chairman  at  2:30. 

Roll  called:  All  members  being 

present  except  Supervisor  Comstock, 
Woelk  and  Blaney. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  ses¬ 
sion  were  read  and  approved. 

Supervisors  Blaney  and  Comstock 
came  in  and  took  their  seats. 

Lachine  Road. 

County  Road  Commissioner  Gideon 
J.  Burton  appeared  before  the  Board 
in  reference  to  the  drainage  on  the 
Lachine  Road,  stating  that  this  mat¬ 
ter  was  to  be  settled  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  before  the  County 
Road  Commissioners  could  adopt  this 
as  a  County  Road.  And  also  what 
the  Township  of  Long  Rapids  had 
done  in  this  matter. 

Supervisor  Fox  of  Long  Rapids 
stated  that  the  matter  had  been  tak¬ 
en  up  by  the  Township  Board  but 
nothing  definite  had  been  done  as 
some  of  the  residents  on  this  road  did 
not  want  an  open  ditch,  but  were 
willing  to  let  the  County  place  tile. 

Moved  by  Supervisor  McLearn 
and  supported  by  Supervisor  Fowler 
that  it  be  the  sense  of  this  Board, 
that  the  road  known  as  the  La¬ 
chine  Road  be  not  adopted  as  a 
County  Road  until  the  matter  of 
drainage  is  settled  by  the  Town¬ 
ship  of  Long  Rapids.  Carried  un¬ 
animously. 

U.  S.  Field  Agent. 

Mr.  H.  S.  Smith,  Field  Agent,  ad¬ 
dressed  the  Board  in  regards  to  the 
work  done  during  the  past  year  and 
the  work  to  be  done  the  next  year 
and  also  stated  that  he  would  like 
to  have  some  one  to  assist  him 
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in  taking  care  of  his  office  as  he  is 
required  to  be  away  most  of  the  time 
in  the  exercise  of  his  duties.

by  appropriated  from  the  Contingent 
Fund  of  the  County  of  Alpena  to  be 
paid  to  the  City  of  Alpena  to  aid  in 
defraying  the  expenses  of  paving  one 
block  on  Washington  avenue  from 
the  Detroit  &  Mackinac  Railway  Co. 
tracks  to  the  turn  in  said  avenue  at 
Hall  corners,  so-called,  said  approp¬ 
riation  to  be  due  and  payable  on  the 
completion  of  said  proposed  block  of 
paving  providing  same  is  completed 
in  the  year  1915. 

Further,  be  it  resolved,  that  the 
further  sum  of  $4,000  be  and  is 
hereby  appropriated  from  the  Con¬ 
tingent  Fund  of  the  County  of  Alpena 
to  aid  the  City  of  Alpena  in  defraying 
the  expenses  of  paving  two  blocks  of 
pavement  on  Ninth  street  between 
River  street  and  Lockwood  street, 
alongside  the  court  house  and  jail 
property  owned  by  said  County  of 
Alpena,  said  appropriation  to  be  due 
and  payable  on  the  completion  of 
said  proposed  two  blocks,  providing- 
same  is  completed  in  the  year  1915. 

Resolved,  further,  that  the  pave¬ 
ment  herein  specified  to  be  complet¬ 
ed  in  the  year  1915  on  Washington 
avenue  and  Ninth  street  be  laid  ac¬ 
cording  to  standard  specifications  of 
the  City  of  Alpena  for  cement  pave¬ 
ment. 

Resolved,  further,  that  the  proper 
officers  of  this  County  be  and  are 
hereby  instructed  to  draw  orders 
from  the  Contingent  Fund  of  said 
County  and  pay  same  over  to  said 
City  of  Alpena  in  accordance  with 
the  above  resolutions. 

Resolved,  further,  that  the  action 
herein  taken  in  regard  to  the  paving 
on  Washington  avenue  supercedes 
and  takes  the  place  of  all  former  ac¬ 
tions  taken  by  this  board  in  the  years 
1913  and  1914. 

The  chair  ruled  the  motion  out  of 
order,  stating  for  his  reason  that  all 
appropriations  of  this  character 
were  illegal  and  contrary  to  the  sta¬ 
tutes  of  this  state. 

Supervisor  Comstock  appealed 
from  the  decision  of  the  chair. 

The  chairman  refused  to  put  the 
question. 

Supervisor  Comstock  then  re¬ 
quested  the  clerk  to  put  the  motion 
to  the  board. 


At  this  time  it  was  moved  by  Su¬ 
pervisor  McHarg  and  supported  by 
Supervisor  Scott  that  when  the  clerk 
calls  the  roll  upon  this  question  that 
the  order  of  roll  call  be  reversed,  the 
clerk  to  call  the  roll  from  the  bottom 
up.  The  question  being  put  by  the 
chair  it  was  carried  unanimously. 

The  clerk  then  put  the  following 
question  to  the  board:  “Shall  the 
decision  of  the  chair  stand?”  The 
decision  of  the  chair  was  not  sus¬ 
tained.  The  vote  on  same  being  as 
follows:

The  main  question  being  before 
the  house  for  discussion,  several  of 
the  supervisors  spoke  for  and  against 
the  question.  Alderman  Bowen  be¬ 
ing  called  upon,  also  addressed  the 
board,  urging  the  passage  of  the  res¬ 
olution. 

At  this  time  it  was  moved  by  Su¬ 
pervisor  Cable  and  supported  by 
Supervisor  Comstock  that  when  the 
clerk  calls  the  roll  upon  this  resolu¬ 
tion,  that  the  order  of  roll  call  be 
reversed,  the  clerk  to  call  the  roll 
from  the  bottom  up.  Carried  unan¬ 
imously.
